The public lands in the west now 


unoccupied comprise an area of 6i)9,- 
000,000 acres, and the statement is 
made in congress by Representative 
Pickler, of South Dakota, that two- 
fifths of the entire area of the Unit- 
id States consists of arid lands, 
and 


that upon over fiOO,000,000 acres of 
this land crops could be raised if 
water were supplied. Mr. Pickler 
has introduced a bill to provide for 
the appointment of a non-partisan 
commission of five persons to inquire 
into these desert lands and report 
upon the best practical system of ir- 
rigation. If such a scheme could be 
made successful, there Is much rea- 
son to believe from practical illustra- 
tions of it In Utah and California 
that irrigation will reclaim the waste 
places, it would provide a benefaction 
to humanity beyond estimate. In 
these 600,000,000 acres of land it is 
stated that a population of more 
than 30,000,000 persons could be sus- 
tained. JTot one-half of 1 per cent. 
of this land has been irrigated, and 
the results of irrigation, as told about 
in the state reports, have far sur- 
passed the prediction of its first ad-

The Federal Labor Commission Is 
making interesting disclosures the 
way black-listing is now and has been 
practiced by the great railroad cor- 
porations centering at Chicago. The 
Union Pacific, which, is in the hands 
ot a federal receiver, it is said, has 
black-listed 2,000 of its late employes, 
and taken measures to prevent their 
Wicnring'employment on other roads. 
The boast is made that once an en- 
gineer or other 
railroad worker's 


name is on the black-list he cannot 
obtain employment elsewhere in the 
Union. 


Certain modern business methods have 


been ripped open nud their insider 
shown to tho public by tho resignation 
of a prominent officer of the Atohison, 
Toprfta and Santa Fe Railroad compauy. 
The books of the compauy showed tha,. 
a great amount of money had been earn- 
ed in freight transfer in the past low 
years, money enough to have paid hand- 
some dividends to the stockholders. 
But where was tho money? A closer 
examination revealed that, while tho 
largo sum had been ostensibly paid into 
the treasury in fonr years' time, $7,400,- 
000 had been allowed to freight ship- 
pers as "rebato," or discount from the 
full payment of the freight rates. This 
was secretly done in order to get freight 
away from other companies. The man 
concealed his fraudulent practices by 
charging tho vast ram lost in rebates to 
a trumped up account of expenses, so us 
to make his books balance. No wonder 
the Atchison aud Topeka road got into 
financial hot water under snob, book- 
keeping. The circumstance shows how 
easy it is to doctor tho books o? a cor- 
poration to make all appear fair and 
square in tho published reports. Tho 
question which interests the people who 
invest their savings in railway and oth- 
er stocks with the hope of drawing divi- 
dends on thorn is this, Is that kind of 
bookkeeping common among great cor- 
porations?
